Destructive Fire. 


Special Dispatch to the Dailv Tribune: 


ST. PAUL. Dec. 21.—Fire was discovered in 


the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba round- 
lonseatnoou to-day. Two steamers were 
>romptly on the ground, but the flames had 
made'such headway that they could not be 
jontrolled, and the building was soon in 
ashes. At the breaking out of the fire there 
were nine locomotives in the building, seven 
>f which were badly damaged about $3,000 
iaoh, and tbe other two $500 each. The 
building was valued at about $14,000; in- 
sured for two-thirds of its value. Of the lo- 
comotives least injured, one belonged to the 
North Pacific. Of thoie most burned one 
belonged to the North Pacific and the others 
the St. Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba. 
Fhe cause of the fire is supposed to be spon- 
taneous combustion in an oil cupboard. 


The Senate. 


-WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The chair submit- 
ted a communication from the secretary of 
war transmitting a report of Capt. Hanwell 
of the engineers corps upon his examination 
of the Red river of Arkansas; and the pro- 
ceedings of the board of trade of Chicago, 
favoring the Hennepin canal project. 


A communication was received fiom the 


committee on claims, which reported favora- 
bly, and without division a bill to ascertain 
the amounts due citizens for supplies fur- 
nished in the Sioux war in Dakota and Min- 
nesota prior to the massacre of 1862, and for 
he payment of these claims. 
Senator Harrison introduced a bill for a 


public building in Fort Wayne, Indiana. 


Mr. Beck submitted a resolution directing 


tbe secretary of the treasury to furnish the 
senate, as soon as prssible, the present rates 
of duties imposed by France and Germany 
on manufactures from the United States, 
when imported into these countries, espec- 
ially on various manufactures of wool, cot- 
tan, iron and leather, and inform the senate 
at what rates like manufactured articles are 
allowed to be imported into this country 
from Great Britian, if he has such informa- 
tion in his possession. 


Mr. Beck said, upon making a personal ap 


plication for this information this morning, 
that he had been informed at the treasury 
department that it could only be obtained by 
a senate resolution. This rule, if adhered to, 
would, he thought, subject senators to some 
inconvenience. 


Mr. Platt suggested an extension of the 


inquiry so as to ascertain what articles ol 
American manufacture are prohibited from 
introduction into these countries. 


Mr. Hawley said that in looking over the 


discussion that preceded the adoption of 
the tariff of 1782 he had noticed a call upon 
the secretary of the treasury for a genera 
statement of the tariffs of all countries with 
which the United States had any trade. He 
suggested that a like call at this time wonlc 
be productive of profitable material for dis- 
cussion. 


Mr. Sherman proposed a modification o: 


the resolution so as to secure information in 
tabulate form and thus facilitate its prepar 
ation. 


Mr. Merrill asked to have included tn the 


extension suggested by Platt. "All other 
products of the United State." He said, "Ii 
is on our wheat, flour, pork, lard, tobacco 
and various other articles the duties are mos 
onorons," and he would like to see the exac 
facts placed before the senate. 


Mr. Beck modified his resolution so as to 


incorporate all these suggestions except Mr 
Hawleys. The statement he suggested wonlc 
probably make necessary several months 
labor. 


Mr. Hoar objected to Mr. Beck's resolution 


as involving a long delay. He wished infor 
mation as to the rates of wages paid in the 
countries named to operators engaged in the 
same or similar manufacture. He said the 
whole question at issue in regard to the tariff 
was whether the American rate of wages 
could be maintained. In the state which he 
happened to represent, operators in mills are 
rulers in matters of governmental policy,and 
he for one contended that whatever else 
might happen that there shall be awardec 
to those operators such a share of compen 
sation for their labors as will give them an 
opportunity to put their children in school 
to have them decently clad, and have their 
minds free to enjoy the luxuries of life. Ti 
do that the American rate of wages must b 
maintained.

At the Missouri river improvement 


Convention, held at St. Joseph, Mo., NOT. 
29,1881, L. E. Cooley, of St. Charles, pre- 
heated a very able paper, from which 
some very interesting facts are gleaned. 
He said: "The Missouri basin is the 
most interesting and important, the least 
known and the best abused of the four 
grand divisions of the Mississippi valley. 
It is scarcely a 'generation since our 
knowledge ol this basm, and it is still so 
in part, was confined to the stories of ex- 
plorers and adventurers. These accounts 
were uniformly dark, and unrelieved by 
those touches of pathos and humor which 
could make the land the birthplace of 
song or story. To the popular mind it 
was a vast treeless region of little rainfall 
•with deep cut, rugged canyon valleys. 
Here was the great American dessert: 
here the sage brush and greasewood dom- 
inated the vegetable kingdom: here fierce 
winds held sway,; the streams were fed 
by mountain snows in the spring time, 
and their broad beds the site of drifting 
sand dams later in the season. Since 
then it has became the site of wealthy 
states; its rivers have been spanned by 
triumphs of skill; railroads are every- 
where pushing therjway into this forbid- 
ding land, followed by prosperous settle- 
ment, and it bids fair to become, in its 
manifold characteristics, the great pas 
ture land, the grain field and fruit garden 
ot the west. 


DRAINAGE BASINS. 


The area of the Missouri river basin is 


524,000 square miles; of the upper Mis- 
sissippi 162,000 square miles; of the Ohio 
214,000 square miles, and of the whole 
basin, including the lower Mississippi, 
1,241,000 square miles, or about one half 
the total area of the United States. The 
Missouri drains 45 per cent of the total 
area, exceeds by 40 per cent the combined 
area of the Ohio and upper Mississippi, 
and nearly equals that of the Ohio and 
lower Mississippi. Even the basin of the 
extreme upper Missouri and Yellowstone, 
commencing nearly 1,700 miles above tho 
mouth, is of greater extent than the Mis 
sissippi above S>. Louis. 


RESOURCES AND CLIMATE. 


It is resources rather than extent that 


measures the commercial value of these 
regions. The Mi souri basin in its lowei 
thousand miles has an extent of arable 
land equal to that of the upper Missis- 
sippi. It is believed that the course of 
settlement in the next ten years will show 
a greater extent of arable lands than ex- 
ists in the basins of the jtypper Missis- 
sippi and Ohio combined. 
This would 


still leave a pasture land larger than the 
upper Mississippi 
basin, with>ut en- 


croaching on mineral areas of unexplored 
extent. These arable sands are uniformly 
closer to navigableg waters than in either 
of the other basins, or more direclly trib- 
utary to the river system. The mineral 
developments are unexampled in extent 
and variety, from coal and the baser ores, 
which form the sinews of our prosperity, 
to the precious metals winch mersure its 
value. 


rjTCRBASK OF RAINFALL. 


This account is quite at variance with 


that of the early explorers, and yet, per 
haps, they did not exaggerate more than 
the bridge builders, who magnified the 
difficulties which they so successfully 
overcame. The inhabitants of this basin 
agree in a general increase in rainfall in 
the last few years, a belief which Is borne 
out by observations in the state of Ne 
braska, showing a large increase in the 
annual precipitation and a gradual ex- 
tension of the wheat limit westward.

TEMPKBATUBB. 


To those who have studied closely the 


physical characteristics of the three 
tributary basins a profound difference in 
type is disclosed. 
Civilization in the 


Ohio and upper Mississippi basins is de- 
pleting tbe forests, producing barren hill- 
side or frigid morass, the rainfall ia be- 
coming more variable, floods higher, Jow 
water less, and the influx of sand to vex 
navigation more. The influences at work 
in the Missouri basin are increasing its 
rainfall, softening its climate, and giving 
to its rivers a greater and more uniform 
discharge. 


Still another point may be added. The 


mean annual temperature at Fort Bentea 
is about seven degrees less than at St. 
Paul, with less rigorous winters or a more 
equable climate. A milder climate will 
more generally be found in the Missouri 
basin than at points of equal latitude to 
the east or the season Is longer. 


THE DISTANCE FROM MARKET. 


The Missouri basin, so far as cOast or 


lake lines are concerned, or those points 
at which the price of products are fixed, 
is practically in the center of the Union. 
Hemmed in by the Rocky mountains on 
the west, and ft* removed from the lakes 
or the gulf, there is no portion of our ter- 
ritory whose citizens can be taxed higher 
in transporting their surplus products to 
the distant markets. 
The center of this 


basin by air line ia 525 miles from Du- 
luth, 740 from Chicago, and 680 from St. 
Louis; while that of the upper Missis- 
sippi is only 225, 240 and 325 respectively, 
to the same points; and the Ohio basin 
is in easy reach of the lakes, the seaboard 
or the lower Mississippi. 
If it is the 


nation to develope the resources of the 
country to their utmost by removing the 
bairiers in her natural highways, and 
connecting the same at the points of vant- 
age, then it would seem as if the claims 
of the Missouri basin were paramount. 
The best that can be done will not alter 
the fact that it is an interior basin, and 
not on a par with its neighbors, except in 
superior resources. 


EXTENT OF NAVIGATION, 


It is, by a comparison of the trunk 


rivers themselves that the extent ot the 
Missouri river is most fully appreciated. 
The Ohio is 967 miles from its mouth to 
Pittsburg/and the engineers only report 
it improvable for low water navigation by 
the use of some sixty-eight locks and 
dams. The upper Mississippi is 681 miles 
from its mouth at the mouth ot the Mis- 
souri to St. Paul. The Missouri Is 1,682 
miles to the mouth ot the Yellowstone, 
and Maj. Butter, the officer in charge, re- 
ports that it can be given a low water 
depth of twelve feet to Sioux City, 728 
miles by channel rectifications alone 
without extraneous work 
This can as 


well be carried to the mouth of the Yel- 
lowstone. 


ABOVE 1HE YELLOWSTONE. 


Above the mouth of the Yellowstone 


we have over 500 miles OB the upper Mis- 
souri aiid 250 on the Yellowstone which it 
is believed can be given the depth pro 
posed in the upper Mississippi at far less 
cost. Still above the great falls, over 200 
miles to Three Foiks, is an available nav- 
igation of over three feet, which may be 
connected with the river below, extend 
ing navigation 2,420 milles from its mouth 
and it is said that on the Jefferson, for 109 
miles more, a navigation may be ob- 
tained that will shame the upper Tenne- 
see and Cumberland, which have 
ceived the fostering care of the general 
government. In this basin of bi ^ <vers 
even the much despised Kan .sas a 
larger low water discharge than the Ar 
kansas at Fort Smith, two and a half 
times that of the Great Kanawa, and 
nearly twice that of the Ohio at Pitta- 
bnrg. 


NATURAL ADVANTAGES. 


If we have not failed in om presenta- 


tion, it should be plain that the Missouri 
basin has a greater extent, greater nat- 
ural resources, and a greater develop- 
ment of natural waterways than either of 
the others, and that its isolated position 
demands their improvement with a view 
of making its agricultural productions 
properly merchantable. It is furthermore 
evident that it is the only tributary wjiich 
can be given a depth proportional to the 
lower Mississippi for a length 30 per 
cent greater, without a single obstructing 
lock or canal, and that the aggregate 
amount of .improvable open navigation

The Missouri at Dauphin's Rapids, 


about 2,100 miles from its mouth, ha? a 
low water discharge of 11,000 cubic feet 
per second; at Three Forks, over 2,400 
miles up, of 7,000 feet, while the Yellow 
stone, at the junction of the Big Horn, 251 
miles from its mcuth. has nearly the 
same. Where the two streams come to- 
gether at Fort Buford, 1.682 miles from 
its mouth:, the discharge cannot be less 
than 22,000 feet. 
Here commences the 


Niie-like character of the stream, the low 
yater contributions being insufficient ito 
maintain its volume 900 miles to Sioux 
City, where its discharge has shrunk 'to 
18,000 feet, increasing thence 783 miles,fe 
the mouth to 26,600 feet. 


How insignificant is the low water1 dis- 


charge of the Ohio at Pittsburgh—about 
1,660 feet per second—barely enough for 
the* proposed backwater—only about one- 
fourth that of either the extreme upper 
Missouri or Yellowstone, and less than 
one-twelfth the amount at their conflu- 
ence. 


The upper Mississippi at St. Paul has 


only 5,800 feet per second, or about two- 
thirds the amount of the upper Missouri 
and lens than the upper Yellowstone; and 
when its low water discharge is doubled, 
as proposed, by reservoirs, it will hare 
barely one-half the discharge of the two 
streams at their confluence. 
The low 


water discharge of the upper Mississippi, 
however, increases by numerous tribu- 
taries until at its mouth it is about 22,009 
cubic feet, or somewhat greater than that 
of the Missouri. The salient fact in the 
utility of the Missomi river is its large 
and comparatively unifoim lew water 
volume for nearly 1,700 miles.

NECESSARY APPROPRIATIONS. 
' 


A comprehensive study of our drainage 


system in its physical aspects is needed, 
appropriations made on a rational system 
in accordance therewith. 
When these 


improvements are completed—let them 
cost $500,000,000 if necessary—the Mis- 
souri, stretching for 4,000 miles from the 
northwest corner of the Gulf of Mexico, 
will be our most magnificent and valua- 
ble natural highway.

It is eut recently that a man who was 


employed by ihe North Pacific bridge 
contractors, and while in their employ- 
ment was taken very sick.* To escape tie 
responsibility of his ease, they had him 
shipped to Fargo to become a pauper on 
Cass county, from which place he was 
shipped back here to become a pauper 
on the citizens of this county. Two other 
men in the employ of said contractors, 
were taken sick. One is in the county 
1 ail as a pauper and the other one, when 
he died, was buried in this county. We 
have another case of pauperism recently 
from Miles City, in Montana. 
There is 


another ease, that of a married woman, 
whose husband is a contractor out o» the 
line of the North Pacific railroad, and 
who has several teams of his owu at 
work, who the commissioners have been 
asked to assist by the ladies of the Christ- 
ian Union. Now we think that if the 
ladies of the Christian Union were to 
save the $25 which they are now paying 
as rent per month, for a reading room for 
those who are in good health and able 
purchase their own reading matter, and 
apply said $25 to the care of the sic& and 
destitute, they would be doing a Christian 
duty. The sick and destitvte don't a 
tend rending rooms. Another cage, mor 
interesting } uhaps, than any mentioned, 
is that of a family who receiyed an order 
for $30 north of groceries. This order 
was used to purchase fresh oysters and 
canned goods. Two of the tamily are at 
woik and are being paid $12 and $16 per 
month each. The commissioners granted 
this relief on the solicitation of two citi- 
zens who reported this family destitute. 
Such appeals for aid is a daily occur- 
rence. 


There has not been but a very lew actual 


residents of Burleigh county that have 
asked for aid during the past three vears. 
Nearly all the paupers are people who 
came er wert shipped here. 


We desire to call the attention of the 


city board of health to the fact that the 
county commissioners have no right or 
authority to act lor them in auy particu- 
lar, yet every case but one, when th 
board of health should have acted, have 
been taken care of by the commissioners, 
more from a sense of humane feeling than 
from any othtr reason. This is not as it 
should be. The health board have a special 
and well-defined duty to perform, but if 
it is necessary that the commissioners 
should take care of the city as well as the 
county sick and destitute they can do it 
perhaps. 


If the people of Burleigh county want 


a poor house or a hospital they can man- 
ifest their desire in proper shape, and the 
much abused commissioners will give 
such petition or request their immediate 
attention.

A letter was received last evening from; 


Mr. Hackett, dated, "Mouth of Wintung 
river, on Mouse river, December 15," which 
states substantially: "Our party arrived at 
Mouse river "last Tuesday. We came due 
north from the head of Turtle Greek, and 
struck Mouse river about twenty miles west 
of here. We have been traveling down the 
river for the past few days taking observa- 
tions. To-day we met a party of white men 
with a load of fish bound for Fort Steven^ 
•on. The country more than meets my ex- 
pectation; it is indeed, wonderful. The river 
is skirted with heavy timber—oak, ash, elm 
and birch. The bottoms care covered with 
grass that teams can hardly get through; 
The bottom at this points about four 
miles wide and mostly covered with heavy 
timber. The first half breed cabin in this 
bottom has not been occupied for years. The 
prairie land'is fine with an excellent growth 
of buffalo grass. It is as fine a country as I 
ever saw. This is the stock country of the 
world; I bar no place. The bottom will 
cut from four to five tons of hay to the acre; 
All the stock in Montana and Dakota could 
winter in this portion of Mouse river alone; 
We leave to-morrow for a point six mites bej- 
low here, where I think is an excellent locar 
tionfor a town. The river is a beautiful 
stream; and no doubt is navigable for small 
oraftatotheAssinaboine. The fishing beats 
anything I ever heard of. We out a hole 
through the ice this afternoon and caught 
one hundred poundsof fish in about an hour. 
We had simply to drop our hook and out 
would come the finest pickerel ranging in 
weight^ronv throe to ten pounds'. Yester-
